Election/Restrictions

packets, classified in class 713, subclass 191. 

Inventions stated in Groups l-lll are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct form each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention relating to each of 
the methods for a token storing data can be used separately with a different method of 
revocation of a certificates associated with a token subcombination. The invention 
relating to a updating and installing of encryption packets has details not required in the 
method of revocation of a certificates associated with a token combination and may be 
used with a different subsystem. The invention relating to a method of revocation of a 
certificates associated with a token has details not required in the combination and may 
be used with a different subcombination.
